MEN in FEMINISM 


At the September meeting Joe Burns defined feminism as "active support 
of women's rights". Joe acouainted us with the structure and activities 
of the National Organization for Women. NOW, he said, is organized at the 
national, state, and local levels. Lesbian/Gay richts have been a major 
priority for the last several years, frequently being advocated in public 
and organizational meetings of NOW at both the national and state levels, 

Burns suggested that one of the reasons that women are not a major 
presence in LE-HI-HO is that their priorities are to address themselves to 
their more immediate oppression as women in an atmosphere away from men 
whom they regard as their oppressors. In order to attract more women, 

Joe sueeested that LE-HI-HO would have to endorse and support such issues 
as the Eoual Richts Amendment, "pro-choice" on the abortion question, and 
generally be more aware of women's concerns, 


Joe noted that sexism among says invloves concerning ourselves mostly 
with issues affecting eay males and reeardine other men as sex objects 
rather than as whole human beines.
